In an agreement between the 
Exchange and the California Pack- 
ing corporation, the Exchange will 
obtain exclusive right to use “Suns 
kist” and the packing corporation 
will cease using the name after 
1950. The agreement involved a 
payment over a five year period 
of $1,250,000 by the Exchange.
